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U of L may disband athletic association 


Discussion began before 
AD was placed on leave

Less than three weeks before Univer- 
sity of Louisville athletic director Tom 
Jurich was placed on administrative 
leave as a first step toward his firing, his 


bosses scheduled a meeting for the 
stated purpose of dissolving the 
school’s athletic association. 

Emails obtained by Courier Journal 
through an open records request 
include a Sept. 7 exchange between 
interim President Greg Postel and Trus- 
tee Chairman David Grissom in which 
Postel confirmed a Sept. U meeting with 
Jurich had been scheduled and included 
two draft documents for Grissom’s 
review.

“All looks good,” Grissom wrote, “but 
the key takeaway should be that we do 
away with ULAA and athletics comes 
under the exclusive jurisdiction of the 
UL Board (just as U.K. has done).” 


“Agree completely,” Postel replied. 

Presumably, ULAA stands for the 
University of Louisville Athletic Associ- 
ation. 

“I knew that (dissolving the board) 
was probably the goal once Postel got in 
there,” Jurich said Wednesday. “You 
could see because he became chair of 
everything: personnel committee, 
finance committee, things like that.

Wallace Wales celebrated Thanksgiving in 
Shawnee Park last year, then he was shot. 

But the violence that injured the 68-year-old 
and four others — and killed two men — didn’t 
stop Wales from returning to the Juice Bowl this 
year. 

“Tm a biker,” said Wales. “I didn’t hesitate 
about coming back.” 

An unrelated feud between two men escalat- 
ed to gunfire during last year’s Juice Bowl. It 
was a first for the Thanksgiving Day neighbor- 
hood gathering for sports and motorcycle races 
that has been a tradition since the 1950s. 

“A lot of innocent victims got struck by flying 
bullets,” said Wales, who now has a plate hold-

At midfield, a small group gathered with 
peace advocate Christopher 2X and relatives of 
Dequante “Lil’ DQ” Hobbs Jr., a 7-year-old boy 
slain May 22 in his home by an errant bullet in 
an unrelated incident, to release memorial bal- 
loons. 

In the back of the park, the mood wasn’t
